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".  .  .  //  Christ  had  not  come  into  the  world  .  .  .  there 
could  have  been  no  redemption. 

And  if  Christ  had  not  risen  from  the  dead,  or  have 
broken  the  bands  of  death  that  the  grave  should  have  no 
victory,  and  that  death  should  have  no  sting,  there  could 
have  been  no  resurrection. 

But  there  is  a  resurrection,  therefore  the  grave  hath  no 
victory,  and  the  sting  of  death  is  swallowed  up  in  Christ."

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GENERAL     AUTHORITIES     TO     ORGANIZE 
NEW  STAKES  IN  ENGLAND  AND 
AUSTRALIA 

A  history-making  announcement  from  the  First 
Presidency  this  week  told  of  plans  for  creation 
of  the  first  stake  of  the  Church  in  Europe  and 
the  first  stake  in  Australia. 

The  two  new  stakes,  to  be  created  on  Sunday. 
March  27,  will  be  in  the  Manchester-Liverpool- 
Preston,  area  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Sydney 
area  of  New  South  Wales,  Australia. 

They  will  bring  the  total  number  of  stakes  in 
the  Church  to  294. 

Both  new  stakes  will  be  created  by  members  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  acting  under  assignment 
from   the  First  Presidency. 

Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  will  direct  the  stake  organization  in 
England  and  will  be  assisted  by  Elder  Alvin  R. 
Dyer,  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  and 
president  of  the  European  Missions. 

The  Australian  Organisation  will  be  directed 
by  Elders  Delbert  L.  Stapley  and  Marion  G. 
Romney  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

The  names  of  the  stakes  in  England  and 
Australia  and  the  exact  areas  and  membership  of 
each  will  be  determined  by  the  presiding  General 
Authorities  after  consultation  with  mission  leaders 
and  the  officers  of  districts  and  branches. 


MISSION  DIVIDED 

In  addition  to  creating  the  new  stakes  in  Britain,  Elder  Lee  will 
officiate  at  the  division  of  the  British  Mission. 

The  new  mission  will  likely  be  known  as  the  North  British  Mission 
and  will  include  the  northern  portion  of  the  present  British  Mission. 
Headquarters  are  tentatively  set  for  Liverpool. 

The  newly  appointed  mission  president  is  President  Bernard  P.  Brock- 
bank  of  the  Holladay  Stake  in,  Salt  Lake  City.

Easter  and  the  Restoration

i^VNCE  more  the  Easter  Bells  ring 
^-^  out  the  glad  tidings  of  the 
resurrection.  What  a  glorious  time 
of  refreshing  it  is.  New  hope,  fresh 
courage  and  the  will  to  do  and  live 
are  reborn.  There  is  magic  in  the 
words  "He  is  Risen,"  and  mankind 
everywhere  is  lifted  a  little  beyond 
the  common  things  around  him  and 
in  varying  degrees  he  gets  a  glimpse 
of  Eternity.  What  would  life  be 
without  these  special  events  of  the 
year:  Easter,  Christmas,  anniversaries 
and  even  vacation  time.  Life  is  made 
up  of  happenings,  and  each  event, 
be  it  ever  so  small,  leaves  its  impres- 
sion and  either  adds  to  or  takes 
from  the  measure  of  our  stature. 

Easter  has  its  special  message.  It 
is  not  concerned  with  mortality,  but 
with  immortality  of  the  soul.  The 
very  peak  of  man's  existence  finds 
expression  in  the  hope  that  "Death 
is  Vanquished"  and  that  life  goes  on 
beyond  the  grave.  The  age  old 
question,  "Will  Man  live  Again"  is 
answered  and  re-affirmed  to  be  true 
at  Eastertide. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  assess  the 
influence  that  the  Easter  Story  has 
had  in  the  lives  of  humankind.  The 
knowledge  of  the  Atonement;  the 
comfort  of  the  resurrection  when 
the  hand  of  death  takes  from  us  our 
loved  ones;  the  understanding  of  our 
relationship  with  God  and  the 
assurance  of  His  mercy  and  love — 
all  of  these  things  give  meaning  and 
purpose  to  living  and  provide  us 
with  a  sense  of  security  and  faith 
to  meet  the  eventualities  of  the 
future. 

Members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  are 
especially  blessed.  We  are  reminded 
at  this  season  of  the  year  of,  not 
only  the  resurrection  of  Our  Lord, 
but  also  of  the  Restoration  of  the 
Gospel.  I  am  sure  our  hearts  are 
full  of  gratitude  as  we  contemplate 
these  two  wonderful  events. 


Parley  P.  Pratt,  one  of  the  early 
leaders  of  the  Church,  in  contempla- 
tion of  the  restoration,  gave  vent  to 
his  feelings  in  these  few  chosen 
words: 

The  morning  breaks;  the  shadows 
flee;  Lo,  Zion's  standard  is  unfurled! 
The  dawning  of  a  brighter  day 
Majestic  rises  on  the  world. 

Almost  daily  we  see  evidence  of 
the  fulfillment  of  these  inspired 
phrases. 

We  would  do  well  to  ask  ourselves 
the  question,  "What  do  these  things 
mean  to  me?"  If  our  hearts  are  right 
and  our  testimonies  strong,  these 
adversaries,  "The  Resurrection  of 
Our  Lord"  and  "The  Restoration  of 
the  Gospel"  can  and  will  be  a  great 
source  of  rejuvenation  of  our  spirits 
and  stimulate  us  with  renewed  faith 
and  courage  to  meet  the  tasks  ahead. 

It  is  quite  fitting  at  Eastertide  that 
we  break  forth  into  songs  of 
praise  unto  the  Lord."  The  psalmist, 
David,  has  provided  the  words  and 
our  lives,  if  in  tune,  will  compose  a 
perfect  melody : 

O  come,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord: 
let  us  make  a  joyful  noise  to  the 
rock  of  our  salvation. 

Let  us  come  before  his  presence 
with  thanksgiving,  and  make  a  joy- 
ful noise  unto  him  with  psalms. 
(Psalms  95:1-2) 

Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  let 
the  earth  be  glad;  let  the  sea  roar, 
and  the  fulness  thereof. 

Let  the  field  be  joyfull,  and  all 
that  is  therein:  then  shall  all  the 
trees  of  the  wood  rejoice. 

Before  the  Lord:  cometh,  for  he 
cometh  to  judge  the  earth:  he  shall 
judge  the  world  with  righteousness, 
and  the  people  with  his  truth. 
(Psalms  96:11-13) 

O  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  nations: 
praise  him,  all  ye  people. 

For  his  merciful  kindness  is  great 
toward  us:  and  the  truth  of  the  Lord 
endureth  for  ever.  Praise  ye  the 
Lord.  (Psalms   117:1-2.) 
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the  WAY  the  TRUTH 


MY  brothers  and  sisters,  here  pre- 
sent, those  on  the  air,  and  our 
friends  who  may  be  listening:  It  is 
with  a  deep  sense  of  the  responsi- 
bility which  rests  upon  me  by  virtue 
of  my  position  that  I  stand  before 
you  this  morning  and  with  a  prayer 
in  my  heart  that  the  Lord  will  bless 
me  and  help  me  to  say  something 
that  will  be  useful  and  upbuilding 
to  you.  And  to  that  end  may  I  ask 
that  you  be  good  enough  to  mingle 
your  prayers  with  mine  that  we  may 
accomplish  this  purpose. 

For  many  years  I  have  tried  at 
this  particular  season  of  the  year  to 
have  in  mind  some  of  the  essentials 
of  that  great  last  three  days  of  the 
Saviour's  mortality.  I  have  tried  to 
run  over  in  my  mind  some  of  the 
chief  events,  the  death,  the  cruci- 
fixion, and  the  resurrection  of  him 
who  has  given  us  the  plan  by  which 
we  may  come  back  into  our 
Heavenly  Father's  presence.  With 
your  permission,  I  should  like  to  run 
over  this  account,  as  briefly  as  may 
be,  because  it  is  the  crucial  incident 
in  the  life  of  the  world. 

The  Last  Supper 

I  shall  adopt  that  time  we  now 
celebrate  in  commemoration  thereof 
which  is  usually  accepted  by 
Christendom,  and  therefore  I  will  go 
forward  beginning  on  Thursday 
night,  of  the  Last  Supper  in  the 
Upper  Chamber,  begun  by  an 
unseemly  controversy  as  to  prece- 
dence and  signalized  by  the  institu- 
tion of  the  Sacrament,  which 
occured,  I  feel,  after  Judas  had  left 
the  Chamber  to  arrange  to  betray 
the  Master.  That  was  a  great  Supper. 
There  were  great  sermons  preached 
by  the  Master. 

The  Mount  of  Olives 

When  thy  had  finished  they  went 
out  to  the  Mount  of  Olives,  where 
he  preached  again,  and  then  a  little 
later  retired  to  the  Garden,  and  the 
Saviour,  taking  Peter,  James,  and 
John,  left  the  rest  of  the  Disciples 
and  went  a  little  farther  on. 


The  Garden  of  Uehsemane 


Then  the  Saviour  left  them  and 
went  still  farther  on,  and  asked 
them  to  wait  and  watch  while  He 
was  gone.  He  went,  and  the  burden 
of  his  prayer  was :  "O  my  Father, 
if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass 
from  me :  .  .  .  nevertheless  not  my 
will,  but  thine,  be  done." 

He  returned  and  found  his  three 
Disciples  sleeping.  Reproving  them 
gently,  he  went  away  again,  and 
gave  the  same  prayer.  He  knew  what 
was  ahead  of  him.  He  knew  the  end 
was  near.  He  returned  to  find  the 
three  Disciples  sleeping  again.  Again 
a  slight  reproval,  and  the  third  time 
he  went,  the  third  time  he  prayed, 
and  then  came  back  and,  finding 
them  again  asleep,  said :  "Sleep  on 
now,  and  take  your  rest :  behold, 
the  hour  is  at  hand." 

The  Arrest 

And  shortly  after  that,  Judas 
returned  with  the  crowd  that  was  to 
arrest  the  Saviour  and  did  arrest 
him.  When  they  came  up,  Peter 
drew  his  sword  and  struck  off  the 
ear  of  Malchus,  the  servant  of  the 
high  priest.  The  Saviour  restored  it 
and  then  gave  utturance  to  that 
great  principle :  "  .  .  .  they  that  take 
the  sword  shall  perish  with  the 
sword." 
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and  the  LIGHT

The  Trial 

He  was  arrested.  He  was  taken 
first,  in  what  they  say  was  an  illegal 
examination,  to  Annas,  the  real  high 
priest,  the  father-in-law  of  Caiphas, 
the  titular  high  priest,  who  had 
been  installed  by  the  Roman 
Government.  From  Annas  he  went 
to  Caiphas,  and  it  was  Caiphas  who, 
in  an  agony  of  fear  and  apprehen- 
sion, said,  "I  adjure  thee  by  the 
living  God,  that  thou  tell  us  whether 
thou  be  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God." 
And  the  Saviour  said  to  him,  "Thou 
hast  said :  nevertheless  I  say  unto 
you,  Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  Son 
of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of 
power." 

The  Sanhedrin 

From  Caiphas  he  was  sent  to  the 
Sanhedrin,  later  on  in  the  morning 
(it  was  now  early  morning),  and  the 
Sanhedrin    passed    what    apparently 


was  a  formal  judgement  that  He  was 
to  be  crucified. 

Before  Pilate 
As  the  Jews  could  not  impose  the 
death  penalty,  from  the  Sanhedrin 
he  was  taken  to  Pilate,  against 
whom  Christendom  has  for  nearly 
two  thousand  years  vented  its 
iislike,  and  yet,  as  I  read  the  record, 
Pilate  did  practically  all  that  the 
law  under  which  he  operated  as 
Uated  in  the  Gospels,  permitted  him 
to  do.  Pilate  came  back  to  the 
multitude  on  at  least  five  occasions 
ind  sought  to  secure  the  release  of 
Tesus.  At  first  he  returned  merely 
;aying,  "I  find  no  fault  in  this  man 
\nd  the  multitude  renewed  their 
demand  for  his  crucifixion. 

To  Herod 
Then  Pilate  sent  him  to  Herod, 
and  Herod  sent  him  back,  and  Pilate 
began  again  the  examination  of 
Jesus.  This  time,  and  from  then 
until  the  end,  he  pleaded  that  they 
take  Barabbas  and  release  Jesus. 
Three  times  at  least  this  was  done 
and  each  time  they  said,  "Release 
unto  us  Barabbas" — it  was  their 
right,  apparently,  to  demand  the 
release  of  one  man  on  this 
occasion —  .  .  .  "Crucify  him,"  Jesus. 

Pilate's  Wife 

During  this  latter  examination  it 
was  that  Pilate's  wife  sent  to  him  a 
letter  beseeching  him  not  to  do  any- 
thing to  this  man.  The  result  of  one 
of  the  latest  examinations  was  that 
Pilate  took  a  basin  and  washed  his 
hands  and  said,  "I  am  innocent  of 
the  blood  of  this  person:  see  ye  to 
it";  and  the  multitude  cried,  "His 
blood  be  on  us,  and  on  our 
children."  It  is  my  faith  that  this  has 
been  so  for  nearly  two  thousand 
years. 

The  Crucifixion 

Then  Jesus  was  turned  over  to  be

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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S 
DESK 


We  bring  to  the  readers  of  the 
C.S.M.  this  month  a  few  choice 
thoughts  on  Easter.  Two  contrasting 
articles  have  been  chosen,  both 
written  by  unknown  authors,  but 
each  reminding  us  that  this  season 
of  the  year  has  great  spiritual  signi- 
ficance. We  are  reminded,  too,  that 
Easter  is  a  time  for  sober  thinking 
and  that  Christian  people  every- 
where should  join  in  sincere  worship 
of  He  who  gave  His  life  that  we 
might  live. 

What  of  this  man  who  lived  over 
nineteen  centuries  ago? 

Here  is  a  man  who  was  born  in 
an  obscure  village,  the  child  of  a 
peasant  woman.  He  grew  up  in 
another  village.  He  worked  in  a 
carpenter  shop  until  he  was  thirty 
and  then  for  three  years  he  was  an 
itinerant  preacher. 

He  never  wrote  a  book.  He  never 
held  an  office.  He  never  owned  a 
home.  He  never  had  a  family. 

He  never  travelled  two  hundred 
miles  from  the  place  where  he  was 
born.  He  never  did  one  of  the 
things  which  accompany  greatness. 
He  had  no  credentials  but  himself. 

While  still  a  young  man,  the  tide 
of  popular  opinion  turned  against 
him.  His  friends  ran  away.  One  of 
them  denied  him.  He  was  turned 
over  to  his  enemies.  He  went 
through  the  mockery  of  a  trial.  He 
was  nailed  upon  a  cross  between 
two  thieves. 

His  executioners  gambled  for  the 
only  piece  of  property  he  had  on 
earth  while  he  was  dying,  and  that 
was  his  coat.  When  he  was  dead  he 
was  taken  down  and  laid  in  a 
borrowed  grave  through  the  pity  of 
a  friend. 

Nineteen  wide  centuries  have 
come  and  gone  and  today  he  is  the 
centrepiece  of  the  column  of 
progress.  I  am  far  within  the  mark 
when  I  say  that  all  the  armies  that 
ever  marched,  and  all  the  navies  that 
were  ever  built,  and  all  the  parlia- 
ments   that    ever   sat,    and    all    the 


kings  that  ever  reigned,  put  together, 
have  not  affected  the  life  of  man 
upon  this  earth  as  has  that  one 
solitary  life. 

This  brief  account  of  the  life  of 
our  Saviour  has  great  implications 
and  power — yet  far  too  many  of  us 
think  of  Easter  in  terms  of  a  new 
hat  or  dress.  There  is  a  story  told 
in  rhyme  of  a  "Foolish  Little 
Maiden"  which  may  help  us  to  keep 
firmly  in  our  minds  the  true  message 
that  Easter  has  for  all  of  us : 

A  foolish  little  maiden  bought  a 
foolish  little  bonnet,  with  a  ribbon 
and  a  feather  and  a  bit  of  lace  upon 
it;  and  that  the  other  maidens  of 
the  little  town  might  know  it,  she 
thought  she'd  go  to  church  on  Easter 
Sunday  just  to  show  it. 

Now,  though  the  little  bonnet  was 
scarcely  larger  than  a  shilling,  the 
getting  of  it  settled  proved  to  be  a 
work  of  time;  so,  when  twos  fairly 
tied,  all  the  bells  had  stopped  their 
ringing,  and  when  she  reached  the 
meeting,  sure  enough,  the  folk  were

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PRESENCE   OF   GOD

T^ROM  time  to  time,  a  number  of 
■*■  people  here  have  referred  to  a 
certain  experience  they  have  had  and 
have  always  concluded  by  saying 
"God  was  there."  These  references 
have  been  casual,  in  that  they  were 
speaking  in  an  ordinary  everyday 
manner  about  something  which  to 
them  was  certainly  an  ordinary  and 
sometimes  a  not  infrequent  occur- 
rence. It  has  been  a  joy  that  these 
references  have  usually  been  recog- 
nised immediately  and  completely 
by  some  others  present. 

We  have  never,  it  seems,  had  a 
lesson,  a  sermon  or  a  serious  talk 
on  this  kind  of  experience,  although 
such  has  been  mentioned  in  passing 
from  the  rostrom  and  elsewhere. 
Thus  it  may  be  a  helpful  subject  for 
our  prayer-thought  today. 

Many  of  us  know  the  effect  of  the 
strong  psychic  current  pervading  an 
area  around  one  or  two  saints  who 
have  been  given  knowledge  and 
understanding  of  some  of  the  higher 
reaches  of  our  faith.  It  may  be 
encountered  strongly  in  a  room 
where  a  number  of  active  saints  are 
gathered  together.  We  seem  to  enter 
an  electric  silence  which  immediately 
calms  down  all  turbulent  thinking 
processes  and  induces  a  strange 
contentment  through  the  depths  of 
our  innermost  being.  It  expands  and 
purifies  us.  Unspoken  questions  of 
the  mind  are  answered  by  intuition, 
instantly,  in  soul-to-soul  communion, 
without  the  normal  stumbling 
processes  of  mind  and  thought.  We 


enter  a  place  of  spiritual  understand- 
ing and  peace.  We  are  certain  that 
man  does  not  live  by  mind  alone. 
The  awareness  is  overwhelming.  We 
cannot  say  that  "we  know,"  or  that 
"we  understand,"  or,  least  of  all 
that  "we  think,"  but  rather  that  we 
become  part  of  the  intrinsic  fact  that 
at  the  core  of  the  universe  there  is  a 
supreme  being,  surpassing  our 
mental  understanding,  radiating, 
love  and  security  and  justice  which 
is  complete  and  utterly  real,  in  con- 
trast to  the  world's  shadow  trials 
and  difficulties.  Beyond  that,  our 
earthly  words,  tied  so  closely  to  our 
minds,  are  unable  to  cope  with  the 
full  brilliant  expanding  spiritual 
experience. 

But  afterwards  we  are  changed : 
we  can  never  go  back.  And  every 
time  we  re-experience  that  blessing 
we  have  been  allowed  to  climb  a 
little  higher.  Sometimes  it  may  seem 
that  we  have  been  pulled  up  a  little 
higher — nearer  to  God.  Certainly, 
afterwards,  our  daily  earthly 
happenings  seem  that  much  easier 
to  meet  and  understand. 

May  our  Prayer-Thought  today 
centre  on  this  miracle  given  to  us. 
That  those  of  our  friends  investi- 
gating may  come  to  know  this 
experience  and  that  it  may  be  their 
turning  point;  that  those  of  us  who 
have  had  this  experience  may  come 
to  know  it  more  often  and  more 
abundantly;  that  when  we  are 
allowed  to  be  fortunate  enough  to

"BE    YE   THEREFORE   PERFECT" 


"TJ/E  must  be  careful  not  to  take 
this  verse  too  literally;  of 
course  we  as  creatures  of  God  could 
never  hope  to  aspire  to  His  level, 
and  anyone  shouldering  the  respon- 
sibility of  implicit  obedience  to 
such  a  demand  made  of  us  would 
be  reduced  to  despair,  considering 
our  mortal  frailties." 

This  opinion  was  expressed  in  a 
theological  book  I  read  some  years 
ago,  and  it  is  very  widely  held 
throughout  the  world.  It  is  an  off- 
shoot of  the  doctrine  of  original  sin 
and  the  concept  of  God  as  a  form- 
less mystery,  and  we  can  see  how 
it  would  help  to  ease  the  con- 
sciences of  men. 

But  let's  have  another  look  at 
this  beautiful,  challenging  passage 
of  scripture: —  "Be  ye  therefore 
perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which 
is  in  heaven  is  perfect."  If  it  were 
an  isolated  commandment  it  could 
well  be  frightening,  but  we  see 
from  the  word  "therefore"  that  it 
is  related  to  all  that  is  written 
before  it;  and  in  this  section  we 
find  the  essence  of  the  Gospel  — 
the  fullness  of  the  law  previously 
given  to  Moses,  and  the  teaching 
that  we  should  keep  the  law  in 
spirit  and  not  only  in  letter. 

The  Restored  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  brings  to  mankind  once  more 
the  revelation  of  God  as  a  glori- 
fied and  perfected  Man,  and  far 
from   degrading   Him,   this   concept 


includes  a  new  light  on  the  worth 
and  dignity  of  man,  body  and 
spirit.  Consider  the  marvellous 
mechanisms  of  the  human  body, 
whose  workings  are  still  by  no 
means  fully  understood,  even  by 
the  wisest  of  men.  Can  we  seriously 
think  that  our  bodies  were  created 
merely  as  temporary  prisons  for 
our  spirits?  To  do  this  is  truly  to 
deny  the  glory  of  God,  and  here  lies 
the  danger  of  degrading  Him. 

As  for  the  spirit  of  man — the 
glorious  Plan  of  Salvation  helps  us 
to  understand  that  we  are  not  a 
collection  of  creatures  struggling 
blindly  through  the  first  stage  of  a 
mysterious  existence,  but  that  we 
are  literally  the  spirit  children  of 
God,  privileged  to  come  here  and 
prove  that  we  would  obey  God  in 
the  midst  of  difficulties  and  temp- 
tations as  we  covenanted  to  do 
when  we  were  assembled  before 
Him  in  the  courts  cf  Heaven. 

Man  is  not  a  worm  of  the  dust, 
but  has  divine  potential.  We  read 
that  the  Saviour,  our  Elder  Brother, 
was  "made  in  the  likeness  of  men" 
in  order  that  He  could  be  a  very 
practical  example  to  us.  Although 
we  marvel  at  His  perfection — the 
fact  that  even  as  a  child  He  used 
every  minute  as  He  should,  and 
never  once  slipped  from  the  most 
narrow  way  that  any  man  has  trod 
—  we  marvel  even  more  at  the

(Hebrews  5:9)  True 
freedom  is  one  of  the  greatest  gifts 
of  God. 

There  are  so  many  laws  or 
commandments  given  us  by  God, 
that  we  perhaps  sometimes  feel  that 
we  are  being  restricted  or  held  back 
because  of  them.  There  are  many 
such  laws;  for  example :  The  Word 
of  Wisdom,  tithing,  church  attend- 
ance, and  countless  others.  If  we 
look  at  them  collectively  it  might 
seem  that  they  do  restrain  us,  but  if 
we  consider  why  they  were  given, 
we  can  see  how  erroneous  our  first 
conclusion  was.  Looking  a  little 
deeper  we  find  that  our  compliance 
with  these  laws,  in  fact,  results  in 
our  development  and  freedom. 

In  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  it 
tells  us:  "The  Glory  of  God  is  intel- 
ligence, or  in  other  words,  Light  and 


Truth."  (D.  &  C.  93:36.)  God  works 
according  to  laws,  true  laws,  eternal 
laws.  Just  as  a  family,  a  city,  or  a 
nation  establishes  laws  in  order  to 
insure  the  freedom  of  its  people,  so 
does  God  provide  laws  for  us.  So. 
the  first  condition  necessary  to  gain- 
ing freedom  is  the  existence  of  law. 
the  Commandments  of  God.  Every 
blessing  we  receive,  no  matter  how 
great  or  small,  is  predicated  on 
obedience  to  a  law.  Every  law  given 
to  man  by  God  is  for  the  benefit  of 
man. 

God  has  given  us  laws  to  live, 
and  we  have  been  placed  here  on 
earth  to  prove  ourselves  by  obe- 
dience to  these  laws.  In  order  to 
prove  ourselves  we  must  have  a 
choice,  or  in  the  words  of  Lehi  to 
his  son,  Jacob : 

It  must  needs  be  that  there  is  an 
opposition  in  all  things.  If  not  so 
righteousness  could  not  be  brought 
to  pass,  neither  wickedness,  neither 
holiness,  nor  misery,  neither  good 
nor  bad  ...  (2  Nephi  2:11.)  Oppo- 
sition is  thus  an  important  part  of 
free  agency,  and  it  provides  us  with 
a  choice  between  good  and  evil. 

Since  the  time  that  Lucifer 
opposed  God  and  Christ  in  the 
Council  in  Heaven,  he  has  opposed 
every  other  supplementary  plan 
proposed  by  God.  He  opposes  them 
in  a  variety  of  ways  according  to 
that  which  is  most  effective.  There

\  S  members  of  the  Church  of 
■**■  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  we  realize  the  purpose  for 
this  life  and  the  ultimate  objective 
for  which  we  are  striving — perfec- 
tion and  eternal  life.  Of  course,  a 
realization  of  this  objective  is 
necessary,  but  this  realization  is  of 
no  use  unless  we  take  the  necessary 
steps   to   attain   this  goal. 

One  cf  the  first  virtues  that  we 
must  develop  if  we  hope  to  attain 
this  wonderful  objective  is  the 
ability  to  keep  promises;  promises 
that  we  make  with  ourselves, 
promises  that  we  make  with  others, 
and  the  promises  and  covenants 
that  we  have  made  with  God. 

How  many  of  us  have  made 
promises  with  ourselves?  Have  we 
promised  to  spend  more  time  study- 
ing the  Gospel?  To  devote  more 
time  to  church  work?  To  overcome 
a  bad  habit?  I'm  sure  we  have  all 
made  such  promises:  but  have  we 
kept  them?  That  is  where  the 
danger  lies — making  promises  and 
not  keeping  them.  When  we  break 
some  of  the  promises  that  we  have 
made  with  ourselves,  we  may  start 
a  chain  reaction  that  can  end  up 
with  us  not  keeping  promises  or 
being  true  to  anyone.  First  we 
break  some  of  the  promises  we 
have  made  to  ourselves,  then  we 
break  some  of  the  promises  we 
have  made  to  our  associates,  and 
then,  most  serious,  we  begin  break- 
ing the  promises  and  covenants  that 


we  have  made  with  our  God.  All 
this  started  by  breaking  a  few 
seemingly  insignificant  promises  to 
ourselves. 

But  by  keeping  our  own 
promises,  we  can  also  start  another 
type  of  chain  reaction.  By  keeping 
promises  and  being  true  to  our- 
selves we  will  automatically  be  true 
to  our  associates  as  Jesus  taught  in 
the  Bible  and  as  Shakespeare  also 
realized : 

"To   thine  own  self   he   true. 
And  it  must  follow,  as  the  nighl 

the  day. 
Thou  canst  not  then  he  false  to 

any   man." 

And  when  we  are  true  to  our- 
self  and  to  others,  we  will  certainh 
be  true  to  God  and  keep  all  the 
covenants  and  promises  we  have 
made  with  Him.  And  when  we  keep 
our  promises  with  God,  God  will 
keep  His  promises  and  reward  us 
with   eternal   life. 

Now  can  we  see  the  importance 
of  keeping  all  the  promises  and 
resolutions  we  make  with  ourselves? 
Even  the  small  and  seemingly  in- 
significant ones — because  they  could 
start  a  chain  reaction  that  we  can"t

are  certainly  two  forces  in  the 
world  today;  a  force  for  good  and 
a  force  for  evil.  It  is  ours  to  choose 
which  force  will  guide  us. 

However,  it  is  ours  to  choose 
which  of  these  forces  will  motivate 
us,  only  if  we  know  the  difference 
between  the  two.  "//  is  impossible 
for  a  man  to  be  saved  in  ignorance." 
(D.  &  C.  131  :6.)  We  only  progress 
where  there  are  decisions  to  be 
made,  and  we  cannot  live  a 
commandment  we  don't  know. 
Therefore,  we  must  search  the 
scriptures  and  study  continually, 
always  striving  to  increase  our 
knowledge  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  it  is  contained  in  the 
Standard  Works  of  the  Church. 
Having  once  learned  the  command- 
ments, we  can  then  benefit  by 
obedience  to  them. 

We  will  be  rewarded  for 
righteousness  and  punished  for  evil. 
The  only  way  that  this  can  take 
place  is  if  we  have  an  unrestrained 
power  of  choice;  anything  less  than 
this  would  deny  the  justice  of  God. 
If  we  were  made  to  do  evil  or  forced 
to  do  good  there  could  be  no 
progress.  This  was  the  plan  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  would  come  to  earth  to 
provide  and  show  us  the  way  to 
Eternal  life,  and  then  give  us  our 
free  agency  so  that  we  might 
choose  that  course  we  would  pursue. 

Gaining  our  Eternal  life  should  be 
the  goal  of  each  and  every  one  of 
us.  We  should  not  and  will  not  be 


satisfied  with  anything  less  than 
this  blessing,  because  we  will  then 
have  our  freedom  witheld  and  we 
will  be  retarded.  It  is  only  by 
accepting  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  living  it,  that  we  can  gain 
Eternal  life,  which  is  the  greatest  of 
all  the  gifts  of  God.  President 
McKay  said : 

Man's  responsibility  is  correspond- 
ingly operative  with  free  agency. 
Actions  in  harmony  with  divine  law 
and  laws  of  nature  will  bring  happi- 
ness and  those  in  opposition  to 
divine  truth,  misery. 

The  Prophet  Lehi  expressed  him- 
self thusly : 

Wherefore  men  are  free  according 
to  the  flesh,  and  all  things  are  given 
them  which  are  expedient  unto  man, 
and  they  are  free  to  choose  liberty 
and  Eternal  life  through  the  great 
mediation  of  all  men,  or  to  choose 
captivity  and  death  according  to  the 
captivity  and  power  of  the  Devil; 
for  he  seeketh  that  all  men  might 
be  miserable  like  unto  himself. 
(2  Nephi  2:27.) 

...The  Gospel,  as  it  has  been 
restored  through  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  is  true.  It  is  the  way  to 
Eternal  life  through  obedience  to  its 
precepts.  We  should  be  thankful  for 
it,  for  without  the  law  there  is  no 
knowledge.  Without  knowledge  there 
is  no  opposition.  Without  opposition 
there  is  no  freedom  of  choice,  and 
without  freedom  there  is  little  or  no 
purpose  to  life.

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crucified.  He  was  scourged,  had  a 
wreath  of  thorns  placed  on  his  head. 
He  was  stripped  of  the  royal 
trappings  they  had  mockingly  placed 
upon  him;  reclothed  in  his  own 
raiment;  then  started  for  the  place 
of  crucifixion.  They  picked  up 
Simon,  a  Cyrenian  and  forced  him  to 
carry  the  cross.  When  they  came  to 
the  place  of  crucifixion,  they,  of 
course,  made  the  necessary  prepara- 
tion. 

It  is  said  that  this  crucifixion  was 
perhaps  the  cruelest  way  of  taking 
human  life  that  was  practised  by  the 
Romans.  A  hole  was  dug  as  you  dig 
a  posthole.  The  cross  was  laid  down, 
and  the  Saviour  was  laid  upon  it 
and  nailed  with  his  hands  and  his 
feet.  Two  thieves  were  likewise 
crucified,  and  they  were  put  one  on 
each  side. 

First  Words  on  the  Cross 

As  apparently  they  raised  the 
cross  to  let  it  slip  down  with  a  thud 
into  the  hole  that  had  been  dug,  the 
Saviour  cried  out,  "Father,  forgive 
them;  for  they  know  not  what  they 
do."  It  is  said  that  this  dropping  of 
the  cross  into  the  hole  was  the  most 
painful  part  of  the  entire  crucifixion. 
Modern  revisionists  have  cast  doubt 
on  the  verity  of  this  divine  invoca- 
tion for  love  and  forgiveness  and 
yet  it  seems  as  well  attested  by 
ancient  manuscripts  and  sources  as 
any  of  Jesus'  divine  utterances. 
Second  Words  on  the  Cross 

Of  the  thieves,  one  began  to 
upbraid  him  and  the  other  to  plead 
for  mercy,  and  it  was  then  that 
what  was  called  the  second  outcry 
from  the  cross  occurred,  Jesus 
saying  to  the  one  who  spoke  kindly, 
"To  day  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in 
paradise." 

Third  Words  on  the  Cross 

As  the  Saviour  looked  down  into 
the  multitude  before  him,  he  saw 
his  mother  and  John,  and  "he  saith 
unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold 
thy  son!  Then  saith  he  to  the 
disciple,  Behold  thy  mother!" 
Darknes  Falls 

It  would  seem  that  at  about  this 
time,  which  was  midday,  or  the 
sixth  hour,  darkness  fell  over  the 
land    of   Palestine.    It   is   not   quite 


clear,  according  to  some  scholars, 
whether  the  darkness  lasted  in 
Palestine  all  the  rest  of  the  time  of 
the  crucifixion,  but  apparently  it  did 
not. 

Darkness  in  America 

But  the  darkness  came  not  only 
there,  it  also  came  on  the  American 
continent,  and  the  darkness  on  the 
American  continent,  which  seems  to 
have  been  coincident  with  the  falling 
of  the  darkness  there,  lasted  for 
three  days.  The  darkness  in  Palestine 
lasted  only  for  three  hours. 
Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  and  Seventh 
Words  from  the  Cross 

Apparently  when  the  darkness  was 
over  in  Palestine,  the  Saviour  made 
that  outcry  of  almost  human  despe- 
ration, "My  God,  my  God,  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me?" 

A  little  later  he  said,  "I  thirst," 
and  those  in  attendance  gave  him 
the  sponge  saturated  with  vinegar, 
which  he  drank.  A  little  later,  he 
cried  out,  "It  is  finished,"  apparently 
meaning  that  his  earthly  work  was 
done.  He  had  gone  through  his  life. 
He  had  made  the  sacrifice. 

Finally,  just  before  his  death,  he 
cried  out,  "Father  into  thy  hands  I 
commend  my  spirit." 

Thus  he  became  the  true  sacrifice 
for    the    Fall,    ordained    from    the 
beginning  of  the  world  and  before. 
The  Burial 

I  will  not  touch  upon  his  burial 
further  than  to  say  that  Joseph  of 
Arimathaea  had  nearby  a  newly 
hewn  rock  sepulchre,  to  which  he 
and  Nicodemus  took  the  body  of 
Jesus — Joseph  was  recognised  as  a 
follower  of  the  Saviour;  Nicodemus 
would  have  been,  if  he  had  had  the 
courage.  It  is  interesting  to 
remember  that  the  day  that  he  was 
buried  was  the  day  fixed  under  the 
Mosaic  law  for  the  gathering  of  the 
first  sheaf  of  the  harvest,  and  as 
some  commentators  have  noted,  that 
while  the  women  who  were  seated 
near  the  sepulchre  returned,  sorrow- 
ful, to  their  homes  in  the  darkness, 
for  their  light  had  gone  out,  another 
group  from  across  the  Kedron 
returned  joyously,  carrying  the 
sheaf,  the  first  sheaf  of  the  harvest. 

That  was  Friday. 
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The  Placing  of  the  Guard 

Saturday,  the  chief  priests  and  the 
Pharisees  went  to  Pilate  and  peti- 
tioned saying,  "We  remember  that 
that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet 
alive,  after  three  days  I  will  rise 
again.  Command  therefore  that  the 
Sepulchre  be  made  sure  until  the 
third  day,  lest  his  disciples  come  by 
night,  and  steal  him  away,  and  say 
unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from 
the  dead :  so  the  last  error  shall  be 
worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto 
them,  Ye  have  a  watch :  go  your 
way,  make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can." 

That  was  Saturday  morning. 
Voice  in  America 

Meanwhile,  there  was  darkness  on 
the  American  continent,  the  darkness 
having  cleared,  as  I  have  said,  about 
three  o'clock  the  day  before  in 
Palistine.  There  was  a  voice  on  the 
American  continent,  heard  all  over 
the  land,  which  declared :  "Behold, 
I  am  Jesus  Christ  the  Son  of  God." 
He  told  of  the  calamities  that  had 
befallen  them  of  this  continent 
during  the  first  three  hours  of 
violent  storm  and  earthquakes;  he 
told  of  his  own  mission  and  gave 
them  hope.  On  the  American 
continent  they  could  feel  the  dark- 
ness, it  was  so  dense.  They  could 
light  no  fires. 

That  was  Saturday. 

The  Resurrection 

Sunday  morning,  while  it  was  still 
dark,  there  will  be  an  earthquake, 
for  an  angel  of  the  Lord  will  come 
down  and  roll  back  the  stone  that 
closed  the  sepulchre. 

While  it  is  still  dark,  Mary 
Magdalene  will  be  coming,  and 
finding  the  sepulchre  open,  will  rush 
back  to  Peter  and  John  and  tell 
them  that  the  sepulchre,  is  vacant. 
They  will  run,  John  outrunning 
Peter,  to  the  sepulchre,  look  in  and 
find  it  vacant. 

Meanwhile  Mary  will  have  come 
and  the  Saviour  will  appear  to  her, 
a  repentant  and  forgiven  sinner,  a 
woman,  the  first  witness  of  the 
resurrection.  You  will  remember, 
she  will  try  to  touch  him  and  he  will 
say  to  her,  "Touch  me  not;  for  I  am 
not  yet  ascended  to  my  Father." 

Shortly  after,  the  women  from 
Galilee  will  come,  expecting  to  go 
in,  the  Sabbath  now  being  past,  and 
prepare  the  body  finally  for  burial. 


I  here  will  be  two  angels  in  the 
sepulchre,  and  they  will  say  to 
them:  "Why  seek  ye  the  living 
among  the  dead?  ...  Ye  seek  Jesus 
of  Nazareth,  which  was  crucified : 
He  is  risen,  he  is  not  here  ...  go 
quickly,  and  tell  his  disciples." 

And  so  there  will  thus  be  worked 
out  in  the  morning,  the  atoning 
sacrifice,  predicted,  provided  for, 
before  the  foundations  of  the  earth 
were  laid. 

Salvation,  Not  Condemnation 

I  have  been  interested  in  reading 
why  the  Saviour  himself  said  he 
came  here.  In  His  first  great  sermon 
the  Saviour  said  to  Nicodemus : 

"For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into 
the  world  to  condemn  the  world; 
but  that  the  world  through  him 
might  be  saved." 

When  Pilate  was  questioning  the 
Saviour  about  his  Kingship,  the 
Saviour  said :  "Thou  sayest  that  I 
am  a  king.  To  this  end  was  I  born, 
and  for  this  cause  came  I  into  the 
world,  that  I  should  bear  witness 
unto  the  truth." 

To  them  on  this  continent  he 
said :  "Behold,  I  have  come  unto  the 
world  to  bring  redemption  unto  the 
world,  to  save  the  world  from  sin." 

You  know  I  have  thought  about 
that  a  bit.  He  came  not  to  condemn 
the  world,  but  to  save  it,  to  save 
you,  to  save  me.  He  has  told  us 
there  are  many  mansions.  He  has 
told  us  there  is  no  space  without 
a  kingdom.  He  has  told  us  that  there 
are  kingdoms  with  glory  and  king- 
doms without  glory,  He  has  made  a 
place  for  all  of  us,  no  matter  who 
we  are,  where  we  are,  how  or  when 
we  lived. 

The  Final  Judgement 

I  have  a  feeling,  that  when  the 
time  comes  for  passing  judgement, 
that  great  principle  not  to  condemn 
the  world,  but  to  save  it,  will  be 
fully  operative  and  that  for  every 
good  deed  we  have  done,  we  shall 
receive  the  full  reward  that  it  is 
possible  to  bestow  under  the  rules 
and  laws  governing,  and  having  in 
mind  justice.  And  I  have  the  further 
feeling  that  for  every  ill  thing  we 
do  there  will  be  imposed  upon  us 
the  least  penalty  that  may  properly 
be  bestowed,  having  in  mind  the 
principles  involved, — eternal  justice

seasoned  by  mercy  and  love. 

In  the  Passover  Chamber,  the 
Saviour  had  said  they  could  not  go 
where  he  was  going,  but  they  knew 
where  it  was.  Thomas  said  he  did 
not  know.  Where  was  it?  And  then 
the  Saviour  uttered  those  great 
words:  "I  am  the  way,  the  truth, 
and  the  life :  no  man  cometh  unto 
the  Father,  but  by  me." 


Over  and  over  again  in  his 
ministry,  he  proclaimed  those 
principles.  He  is  the  way,  he  is  the 
life,  he  is  the  truth,  he  is  the  light. 
That  is  the  message  which  comes  to 
us,  and  may  God  give  to  each  of  us 
the  power  to  follow  him,  to  live  in 
his  light,  tread  his  way,  observe  his 
truths  I  humbly  pray,  in  the  name 
of  Jesus,  his  Son.  Amen.

principles  of  the  Gospel  which  give 
us  the  promise  that  through  repen- 
tance, the  Atonement  and  obedience 
we  too  can  some  day  become  as  He 
is. 

If  you  should  happen  to  hear 
someone  say  that  all  the  great 
religions  of  the  world  teach  basi- 
cally the  same,  you  may  rest 
assured  that  that  person  has  a 
limited  understanding  of  the  sub- 
ject. Christianity  is  the  only  one 
which  teaches  that  man  cannot 
reach  perfection  on  his  own,  and 
therefore  we  can  see  that  it  is  truly 
the  religion  of  humility.  Yet  on  the 
other  hand  it  gives  us  the  most  full 
and  inspiring  revelation  of  what 
perfection  can  mean,  offering  us 
goals  and  the  means  to  reach  them. 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  a 
religion  as  real  and  every-day  as 
the  law  of  gravity,  and  infinitely 
more  powerful.  It  excites  and 
challenges  us  to  progress,  unfold 
our  understanding,  and  develop  the 
best  in  us.  There  is  not  a  single 
situation  in  life  where  the  Gospel 
cannot  guide  and  strengthen  us,  and 
add  the  power  to  see  the  most 
prosaic  circumstances  in  the  focus 
of  eternity,  changing  existence  into 
life,  and  that  "more  abundantly". 


There  is  a  story  of  a  little  old 
lady  who  saved  and  saved  to  go  on 
a  boat  trip,  and  at  last  the  great 
day  came  when  she  stepped  on 
board.  She  walked  round  shyly  and 
quietly,  thrilled  by  the  new  ex- 
perience; then  as  the  gong  for 
dinner  was  sounded  she  went  down 
to  her  cabin,  and  there  had  a  few 
crackers  and  some  milk.  At  each 
mealtime  she  would  do  the  same 
thing,  until  the  end  of  the  trip  drew 
near  and  there  was  only  one  more 
meal  to  be  served.  Then,  taking 
with  her  a  small  sum  of  money 
which  was  all  she  had  left,  she 
made  her  way  to  the  dining-room 
for  the  crowning  experience  —  a 
meal  on  the  boat.  She  enjoyed  every 
bite  of  the  delicious  food,  and  then 
called  the  steward  over  and  asked 
him  for  the  bill.  He  looked  at  her 
in  amazement.  "But  madam,  you

But, 
brothers  and  sisters,  how  many  of 
us  are  living  on  crackers  and  milk 
when  we  could  be  living  like  kings? 
The  Gospel  is  here  to  give  us  every- 
thing we  need  for  joy  on  earth  and 
eventual  exaltation.  Let's  appreciate 
it,  use  it  and  spread  it.
